Skates Made of Glass. 

Practical inventors hive been ex- 
perimenting on skates for years past, 
and one of the latest resuits is a akate 
made of glass, hardened by a recently- 
discovered process to the consistency 
of steel. The entire skate {fs of thia 
subatance, the upper part resembling 
y* slipper, open behind, with a. spilt, 


leather “lace-up” heelcap. Among 
several advantages stated are that 
they are much faster than steel! Blades, 
and so extremely slippery that they 
will run almost equally well ovor 
rough, snow-covered ice as upon 
smooth, and also glide easily over in- 
equalities, broken twigs, and other ob- 
structions. They are made very sharp, 
and, cwing to their extreme hardness, 
{t is impossible to blunt them; and. 
unlike stee] skates, they never, want 
grinding, and cannot rust. These 
“crystal skates” are really artistic in 
appearance, being nearly transparent; 
the substance has, alsa, while in the 
liquid state, been previously colored. 
They have been privately tested. A 
famous skating champion tried a pair

hogany-colored ones to avoid notice, 
the time being hardly ripe for exhibi- 
tion. A private trial was made in 
Varisvat an ice rink, exclusively hired

Projected’ Pan-American Railroad to Connect Systems al 
North and South America—Sure Be Factor 
in Developing Southern: Republics, 


About 50,000,000 people live in 
America ‘south of the United States 
and 365,000,000 of them live in South 
America. If the estimates made by 
the Intercontinental Railroad com- 
mission in 1899 are correet, it will 
cost $1.50 for every person in the 
United States and the Latin republics 
to bujld an@ equip the proposed 
trunk line connecting our railroad 
system with roads already built or be- 
ing built from the chief ports. of Chile 
and Peru on the west and Buenos 
Ayres on the east. , 

Mexico's railroad system has not 
yet been extended north and south be- 
yond the city of Oaxaca, which is 
several hundred miles north of the 
Guatemalan boundary. The Intercon- 
tinental railroad will utilize existing 
roads as far as possible between New 
York city and Buenos Ayres. ° 

The total length of the all-rail route 
from New York to the capital of Ar- 
gentina will be 10,228 miles. Of this 
mileage the part yet to be constructed 
extends between Oaxaca, Mexico, and

corthern frontier. This means that 
she will extend her railroad between 
Buenos Ayres and Jujuy to the border 
of Bolivia. 

No doubt seems to be felt in~finan- 
cial and commercial circles that this 
great enterprise would be a large fac- 
tor in developing for their mutual 
benefit the vast potentialities of the 
Americas. The project has the ap- 
proval of al! the governments con- 
cerned, and it was indorsed by the 
two Pan-American congresses, tho 
second of which appointed a perma- 
nent committee, with headquarters in 
Washington, to look after the inter- 
ests of the enterprise there. Charles 
M. Pepper, who is going to confer 
with the governments of the South 
American republics in regard to car- 
rying cut the plans for the railroad, 
will cacrefore start on his mission un-

THE PROSPERITY OF CHURCHES. 


Valuable Property Owned by Denomi- 
nations in Cities. 

The’ marvelous business develo 

ment of our large cities has brought 

a new element into the problem of 

the down town church. Such churches 


called “compensations.” While they 
are often worried over the loss of in- 
come-producing members, they find 
themselves in the possession of a 
valuable property; and the question 
is what to do with it. 


these churches have had to deter- 
mine their policy in the light of their 
opportunities as owners of valuable 
real estate. The example of the 
Broadway Tabernacle is still fresh in 
-mind. That church sold its corner 
for $1,350,000. A more recent - sale, 
not quite so large in amount, but in- 
volving an even more historic site, 
was that of the Park street church, in 
Boston, which obtained $1,000,000 in 
round numbéfrs for its property: The 
Madison Square Presbyterian church 
obtains a site for its new church 
across the street from its present 
location and a bonus of $325,000. 

The first Presbyterian ehurch 
Pittsburg has a valuable site down 
town in the heart of the business dis- 
trict. It was offered a large sum of 
mcney for this site outright, but pre- 
ferred to accept, in lieu of such a 
sale, a ground rent of $30,000 a year 
on a lease for 999 years, plus a cash 
bonus of $150,000. 

The Second Presbyterian church of 
Pittsburg has been offered $435,000 for 
its “present site, and. expects to get a 
full milliop-deHars for it. The propo- 
sition now is to add something like 
$300,000 to this, and with thig sum 
erect on an adjacent site a structure 
which will include a secular and com- | 
mercial feature, as well as provide ac- 
commodations for a well-organized 
church.—Church Economist.

From Farmers’ Review: The ob- 
Sects of castration are to prevent re- 


p- production, to increase the tendency 


to lay on flesh, to better the quality 
of the meat and to secure docility. 
Almost every farmer considers him- 
self competent to do this work, and 
although the loss is not very great it 
could easily be'reduced at least one- 
half by using proper care and better 
Judgment, The heaviest loss from cas- 
tration is due to the extremes of heat 
or cold and to the attacks of files. 


Within a year or two a number of Should the weather be extremely cold 


when the operation !s performed 
the wounded parts are apt to 
vecome frosted. If performed in very 
ot weather complications may set in 
‘ausing great inflammation and death 
of the animal. 


The very young animal withstands 
ibe shock better than older ones and 
is little checked in its growth by it.

Dear Sir—l have been hero..now 
nearly five years, and thought I would 
write you a woman's impression of. 
Western Canada---in Alberta. There 
are several ranchers ‘in this district 
who, in addition to taking care of 
their cattle, carry on farming as wel>: 
their herds of cattle number from 160 
to 200 or 300 head, and live out all 
winter without -any shelter than the 
poplar bluffs, and they come in in the 
spring in good order. Most of the 
iranchers feed -their cattle part of the

NEW , YORK’S ABSENT SONS. 
“More Than 1,259,000 of Them In Oth- 
er Statésa of the Union. 

. There are more than 1,250,000 na-. 
tives of New York now resident in 
other states of the country, and very 
few of these, relatively, adopted the 
advice given to New Yorkers many 
years ago to go West and grow up 

with the country. 

Only one state of the West has 2 
considerable population of native-born 
New Yorkers, and that state . is, 
strange to say, Michigan. There are 
160,000 natives of New York resident. 
in Michigan—more than 10 per cent 
of the whole number of native New 
Yorkers resident in other states. 

After Michigan, but with a much 
smaler number of New York | resi- 
dents, comes Hlincis. The two West- 
ern states which have the largest 
number of Native-bcorn New Yorkers 
next to Michigan are Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 

Emigration from this state has not 
been on the usual lines of travei 
through the middlé West. but has 
been decidedly toward the northwest, 
and especially into stdtes along the 
Canada border. 

There are some curious facts shown 
in the distribution of hative-born 
New Yorkers through the country. 
There are nearly twice as many in 
California, on the distant Pacific, as 
there are in Missouri, in the Mississi 
ippi valley. There are more natives 
of New York resident in the singic 
state of Massachusetts than in all the 
states of the South collectively. 

There is a very small number of 
New Yorkers in Indiana, and actually 
fewer by several thousand in Ohio, 


one of the most populous states of the | 


country, than in Connecticut, one of 
the smallest. : 

The largest numbers of natives of 
New York resident in another state 
are found, of course, in New Jersey, 
and Pennsylvania, which adjoins New 
Yerk throughout nearly all its south 
boundary line and a portion of its 
West boundary line. has a consider- 
able number.--New York Sun.

“Set a Bug to Catch a Bug” Now the 
_., Accented Metto, : 
The.ovthodox way to dispose of a 
noxious insect is to import from for- 
eign parts a beneficent insect which 
wi}} aitack and kill it~This is the 
plan which the guardians of certain 
Massachusetts parks are considering 
for the extermination of the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths. There is an insect, 
it appears, which regards the gypsy 
moth as its natural quarry, and” a 
goodsized importation of these crea- 
tures would undoubtedly do the work 
of a great many industrious men with 
spraying machihes. It is just the same 
method of procédiiré which nas been 
adopted to fight the San Jose scale, 
which is itself supposed to be an im- 
portation from Hawaii or Australia. 
The.department of agriculture has im- 
ported from China an insect which 
preys upon the San Jose scale, and 


-and distributed to the fruit growers 
of the far West. Set a bug to catch 
a& bug may well be the agriculturist's 
motto. According to a recent esti- 
mate, the havoc wrought by a dozen 
species of insects causes this country 
an expense of more than $300,000,00U0 
a year. These are the chinch bug, the 
grasshopper, the Hessian fly, the pcta- 
‘to bug, the San Jose scalo, the grain 
weevil, the apple worm, the army 
worm, the cabbage worm, the boil 
weevil, the boll worm and the cotton
